This lair.s count rp.sulltd In election 
to the city council of two coinmiinl.sl party 
candkinlps, one notorloii.s pnrty line (ollower, 
nnd one Republican who Is brnndeti as ,i 
dunRcroiis person because, as ji former 
borough president, ho retained a comnmiilst 
pnrty member on his personal statl. 

Reform elements which in 1930 assisted In 
selling- proportionni representation to the 
clectornto In n referendum now have turned 
on the system and are questioning it merits. 

As confirmed opponents of political com- 
munism, and ns worriers about tho inroads 
bcliiR niiide by what .-joem to us to be vht-j 
subversive elements, we do not like the re- 
suit of tlic New York elce.Uon. 

But we do not blame proportional repre- 
sentatlnn and tho prelerentia! ballot for tho 
unfortunate situation in which the metro- 
polis now finds its city councll-clcct. 

We binme tho voters. Even more, we blame 
the reform elements which sold the system, 
realized that it could work .■iatisfactorlly 
only with nil ctlucutod electorate, and then 
tailed lo tench the people how to use 
new machinery of democrncy. 

Even preliminary analysis of the voting 
sh6ws thnt proportional representation In 
Now York did exnctly whnt the people were 
told It would do. nnd whnt they wanted to 
have it do. It reflected the sentiments of tho 
electorate ns expressed on their ballots. 

In the old days New York had a board of 
aldermen o( 05 members. Tammany Hall nnd 
her affiliated machines used to poll between 
50 and OQ per cent of the votes and elect from 
62 to 64 of the 05 aldermen. The electorate 
wa.s misrepresented. 

This year Tammany and her associates 
polled 57 per cent of the first choice votes 
for city council members and obtained 50 
per cent of the membership. That Is a mighty 
close approximation to accuracy. 
. The Rcpubllcnn accused of left-wing ten- 
dencies Is nn Incumbent conncllman. a man 
of the highest integrity and of much intellec- 
tual ctipacUy, tin administrator of demon- 
strated ability, a legislator who has proven 
■ his worth. His principal Iniilt is a touch of 
^_muiishness which led htm to resist pressure 
" to fire a competent workman for parly mem- 
bership. He Is not a commimlst. 

The two- avowed communists and the one 
party line follower were elected because the 
communists, nlonc ot nil political Broups in 
New York, worked their fool heads oti for 
their candidates. They ca.nvaOTed from house 
to house. They spent much money on persua- 
sive literature. Tliey were so brazen as to ad- 
vance a platform for their candidates which, 
it tone forgot it was communist, was mighty 
convincing. 

Meanwhile the other parties slumbered 
peacefully and trusted In a God to whom 
they did not even trouble to pray for success. 

So the left wingers won because thoy got 
out tho votes. That, It seems to us, Is of the 
essence of democracy. A aystem which per- 
mits the majority of votes to win. Instead of 
bulwarking n. minority In control over the 
government, is democratic. No system can 
enforce good government. It can only give 
the voters their chance. 

It was not proportional representation that 
failed. It was the anti-left wingers. They 
played into the hands of machine politics, 
which hopes that New York's experience will 
kill olt that bane of all machine politicians, 
proportional representation with the prefer- 
ential ballot.

Ernie Pyle, "on furlough" from war re- 
porting, feels that scarcities on tho home 
front don't seem Important after what ho 
has seen on the battle fronts. He couldn't buy 
a satisfactory tea strainer, but he asks: "Did 
you ever hear of anybody dying for lack of 
a tea strainer?" 

The answer is no, We never even heard ol 
anybody dying for lack of tea. In (act, up to 
now we have never heard of anybody suffer- 
ing more than petty Inconvenlotice for lack 
ot anything that has become unavailable in 
this country. 

There are going to be more shortages, and 
they will be annoying. But suffering? No- 
body on the home front knows what suffer- 
ing means, except those whose loved ones 
will never come back from tho battle fronts.
